In the course of his wanderings in 
search of tru:h last Sunday, a GazkTTE 
reporter stupped at the ranch of W.

A correspondent had recently 
written to the paper, askiog for the 
publication of auch crumbs of knowl- 
odge, relating to the cultivation of 
that kind of forage, as the staff might 
be able to give. The reporter upon 
whom the duty of satisfying this want 
devolved made inquiries, and was 
told that Mr. Morton is one of the 
best hay sharps in the valley. The 
tarmer confessed some knowledge of 
alfalfa, having grown that crop for 
upwards of ten years, Afier a pre- 
liminary stroll through the orchard, 
during which the reporter ate more 
green fruit thereof than was good for 
him, the two sat down to the inter- 
view.
